WASHINGTON  IS  QUITE  CERTAIN 

TO  BE  PLACE  FOR  CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON,  July  13.— Additional  pledges  of  c<yoperation 
reached  Wathington  from  several  quarters  today  in  response  to 
President  Harding's  proposal  for  an  international  conference  on 
limitation  of  armaments  and  other  world  problems.  ^ 

The  only  Invited  power  from  which  no  sort  of  an  expression 
hsd  been  received  tonight  was  Japan. 

Press  dispatches  indicating  that  som«  British  statesmen  desired 
to  have  the  preliminaries  of  the  conference  held  in  London  were  not 
taken  seriously,  either  in  British  quarters  here  or  by  officials  of  the 
adiniaistration.  It  wks  pointed  otit  that  the  British  Government  had 
accepted  defimtely  the  President's  proposal  for  holding  the  meeting 

Among  high  American  officials  there  was  manifest  a  strong 
sentiment  that  the  whole  conference  should  be  held  here,  both  on 
•ccottatoi4h»iaciti^  lor  hMsiness  such  a  plan  would  make  possible* 
and  because  of  a  feeling  that  America  was  entitled  to  be  host,  since 
she  had  initiated  the  movement  and  issued  the  invitations. 

Whether  limitation  of  armaments  or  the  Pacific  situation  would 
be  taket>  up  first  will  be  left  to  the  delegates  themselves,  it  was 
emphasized.

The  view  of  the  Japanese  Bmbaaay 
offlciala  is  that  necensary  formalltiea 
at  Toklo  with  reference  to  the  Invita- 
tion have  delayed  tbe  reply.

WASHINGTON,  July  13. — Protests 
against  enforcement  by  customs  offi- 
cials of  a  aection  of  the  Volatead  pro- 
hibition enforcement  act  which  aab- 
Jects  to  selsura  foreign  veaaola  com- 
ing within  the  three-milo  limit  with 
liquor  abofrd,  are  raachlnir  tha  State 
Departmant,  it  was  laamad  today 
from  repreaantatlvea  of  International 
ataamahip  lines.  Inqutrlee  alao  have 
come  from  various  embassies  and 
legations  said  to  indicate  that  foreign 
governments  were  becominR  con- 
cerned at  threatened  Interference 
with  their  shipping.

'Warns."  Allied  High  Commis-

CONSTANTINOPLE,  July  13.— The 
fJreek  forward  movement  In  Asia 
Minor  is  drveioping  Into  a  general  of- 
fensive, with  the  wings  attacking 
respectively  from  the  Brusa  sector, 
on  the  north,  and  ths  Uahak  area,  on 
the  aouth,  converging  on  KuUia,  on 
the  main  Baghdad  railway  line,  about 
eighty  mtlea  southeast  of  Brusa. 

The  Turkish  Nationalist  outposts 
are  falling  back  to  strategic  positions 

CO.NSTANTINOPLK,  July  IS  — The 
Allied  high  commission  here  haa  re- 
ceived a  notp  from  Muatapha  Kemal 
Pasha,  l<?ader  of  the  Turkish  Nation- 
alists, warning  It  that  If  there  ahould 
be  any  evidence  of  the  Greeks  making 
use  of  Constantinople,  or  of  other 
pointa  In  the  neutral  sone.  In  their 
operations  agalnat  the  Natlohallsta, 
the  latter  will  be  obliged  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  same  privilege. 

ANGORA.  July  12.— The  Turkish 
Nationalists  would  welcome  arbitra- 
tion by  Secretary  of  SUte  Hughen,  of 
tho  United  States,  or  by  some  other 
Araerlca.n,  "but  apparently  there  la  no 
way  out  except  bj^  force  of  arma  ao 
far  as  the  (J reeks  are  concerned," 
Mustapha  Kemal  Pasha,  the  Turkish 
Nationalist  leader,  told  a  correspond- 
ent today. 

SAMSUN,  Asia  Minor.  July  1^.— 
The  deportation  of  Greeks  into  the 
Interior  by  the  Turkish  Nationalists 
continues,  with  tho  object  of  blocking 
Greek  agitation  for  a  republic  in  the 
Pontus  area,  on  tho  Black  Sea. 

One  village  haw  been  burned  by  the 
Natlonaliats,  and  83  bodies  of  men, 
women  and  children  are  floating  in 
the  mouth  of  the  KUil  Irmak  River. 
They  were  killed,  according  to  the 
Natlonaiiata,  In  retaliation  for  Greek 
atrocltlea  in  tbe  tamid  area. 


Story  Told  in  London  in  Con- 
nection With  Times'  Objec- 
tion to  Mr.  Lloyd  George  as 
Negotiator 


LONDON.  July  II.— A  mild  eensa- 
tloru  has  been  caused  here  by  the 
decoration  of  The  London  Times  that 
Premier  Lloyd  (;eorKe  la  unfit  to  rep- 
resent the  Hritlsh  Empire  In  either 
the  disarmament  or  the  Paciflc  con- 
ference proposed  by  Presidsnt  Hard- 
ing. 

.According  to  one  story,  the  attack 
Is  the  result  of  the  Oovernmant's 
failure  to  recognise  Lord  Northellffe 
himself  aa  a  negotiator.  Lord  North - 
cltlfb  is  leaving  shortly  for  Australia 
and  on  the  way  will  visit  Washington. 
On  Sunday  The  Weekly  Dispatch, 
which  he  controls,  carried  a  curious 
editorial.  It  argued  that  the  nego- 
tiations with  America,  'looking  to- 
ward disarmament.  should  not  be 
carried  on  by  diplomats,  ambaaaadorn 
or  ministers,  but  ahould  be  entrusted 
to  an  ofllclal  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tlona  and  the  inferenoa,  according  to 
many  obaarvors  hero,  was  that  Lord 
NorthcUffa  deaired  to  be  entrusted 
with  the  Job. 

The  offer,  if  such  It  waa  Intended 
to  be,  waa  quietly  ignored,  anri  thin, 
aa  the  story  runn  \k  belnn  whispered 
In  high  placea,  is  bringing  upon  the 
premie r'e  head  tha  thunders  of  Tlie 
Times. 

Tho  place  and  data  for  the  confer' 
ence  remains  undecided.  Praml'tr 
Melghen,  who  has  a  vlUI  concern  in 
the  matter,  would  prefer  Washington 
aa  the  place  and  October  or  Novem- 
ber aa  the  time,  but  b«)ynnd  express- 
Ing  an  opinion,  he  is  tak'n^  no  ptrt  la 
the  matter.

Valera  Is  Expected  to  Refrain  From  Press- 
ing Claim  for  Independent  Republic 


Evidence  at  Trial  of  Submarine 
Lieutenants  Who  Had  Part 
in  Sinking  of  Hospital  Ship 
Llandovery  Castle 


LEUP8IC,  Germany,  July  13  — At 
the  continuation  today  of  the  trial  in 
the  Supreme  Court  here  of  the  two 
German  submarine  lieutenants,  Lud- 
wlg  IMttmar  and  John  Boldt,  charged 
with  murder  in  the  first  degree  for 
firing  on  lifeboats  after  the  Canadian 
hospital  ahip  Llandovery  Castle  had 
been  torpedoed  in  the  Spring  of 
1»18,  Petty  Of  fleer  Poplts,  of  the 
submarine  nhieh  sank  the  ship,  said 
the  Germans  always  suspected  hos- 
plUI  ships,  which  they  considered  a 
danger  t<^submarlneiw 

Poplts  declared  he  and  Lieutenant 
Dittmar  tried  to  persuads  Commander 
Pathis.  of  the  submarine  not  to  at- 
tack the  hospital  ship,  but  the  subma- 
rine dived,  fired  two  torpedoes,  and 
then  came  to  tha  surface.  The  witness 
testified  ha  saw  three  or  four  life- 
boats and  several  men  swimming, 
then  the  crew  of  the  submarine  was 
ordered  below  decks. 

The  general  feeling  prevailed  that 
something  unfortunate  had  occurred, 
Poplts  declared.  Later  he  heard  fir- 
ing, and  assumed  the  lifeboats  were 
being  fired  on. 

A  naval  expert  representing  the 
Oerman  War  Offlco.  admitted  there 
wail  no  proof  of  any  abuse  of  a  hos- 
pital ship's  status  on  th<>  part  of  the 
Llandovery  Castle. 


LONDON,  July  13. — A  conversation  wliicli  it  is  liopcil 
may  mark  the  last  act  of  ont  phase  of  Ireland's  troublous 
history  and  serve  as  a  prelude  to  the  lonjj-sought  peace  in 
the  island  Is  to  take  place  in  the  dinj^y  old  cabinet  room  in 
Downinp;-  Street  tomorrow.  'Hu*  iiritish  Prime  Minister, 
Mr.  Lloyd  (leor^^e,  and  the  Irish  rejuihlican  leader,  Eamonn 
de  \'alera,  will  nuet  in  an  elTort  to  clear  the  stage  for 
holding  a  "three  "party  "  peace  conference,  in  which  Great 
Britain.  Sinn  Fein  and  Ulster  will  endeavor  to  compose 
their  differences. 

One  of  the  most  convincing  indications  of  the  reality 
of  the  hope  that  the  meeting  will  result  successfully  is  the 
reluctance  on  both  sides  to  discuss  the  details  of  the  session. 
Both  parties  feel  that  the  situation  is  so  delicate  that  a 
single  unfortunate  word  might  jeopardize  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings. 

Both  sides  are  silent.  Both  sides  have  "propaganda 
mills"  fully  f>rganized. 

But  while  there  was  little  word  for  the  public,  the  eve 
of  the  conference  .saw  intense  activity  in  both  camps.  The 
Premier  reviewed  the  situation  with  a  large  staff  of  ad- 
visers at  his  home,  while  Mr.  de  Valera  spent  the  day  and 
evening  in  consultation  with  Arthur  Oriffilh  and  other 
aides  accompanying  him.  as  well  as  with  many  London 
partisans. 


The  Llandovery  Castle  was  bound 
from  Halifax  to  an  Bngllsh  port  when 
she  was  torpodood  on  tha  night  of 
January  27.  lilt,  off  Pastnet.  Out  of 
Sit  persona  en  board,  only  twenty- 
four  ware  saved. 


THREE  MEN  ARE  SENT 

TO  PENTTENTIARY

Norman  Calllghan,  an  Auatrallan, 
convicted  of  a  hold-up,  was  given 
three  years,  the  Magistrate  comment- 
ing on  the  fact  that  Calllghan  had  en- 
tered Canada  after  being  refused  ad- 
mission by  tho  Immigration  autborl- 
tlsa 


The  Bishops  of  .Southwark  and 
Portsmouth  were  amonx  the  callers 
at  the  West  Knd  hotel  where  the 
Irish  delegation  kas  established 
headquarters.

denied  that  there  had  been  such  a 
conference.  The  only  contact  of  Hny 
sort  between  the  two  parties.  It  1h  Hf 
serted,  waa  the  I'remler  n  letter  sug- 
gesting the  hour  of  meeting  and  the 
Irish  Isader's  reply  agreeing. 

Whether  Mr.  de  Valera  will  etjtpr 
tbe  conference  with  a  definite  pofwy 
to  which  he  is  pledged  Is  a  question 
which  one  of  his  asooolatcs  today 
dealt  with  as  follow* 

"Two  weeks  ago  many  o{  us  could 
have  answered  that  query  briefly  and 
certainly,  but  the  position  la  altered 
now," 

Those  who  have  followed  recent 
eventa  closely  Interpreted  this  as  an 
Indication  that  the  Irish  leader  would 
not  press  the  claim  for  an  indepen- 
dent republic,  but  parry  In  an  effort 
to  learn  the  utmost  Great  Britain  waa 
prepared  to  give,  then  submitting  the 
matter  to  the  I>ail  Elreann.

On  only  a  few  comparatively 
small  anas  in  Alberta  and  British 
Columbia  had  it  been  actually  tried, 
and  the  large  areas  that  are  now

Under  the  circumstances  it  was 
natural  tlial  a  larpe  part  of  Ih" 
earlier  efforts  of  an  aaaociation  such 
as  the  Western  Canada  Irrigation 
Association  ahould  be  devoted  to  the 
engineering  and  legal  aapecta  of 
Irrigation.

nrf:anization  of  the  Ldquor  Control 
Board  in  Vancouver  la  now  complete 
with  Commlaaloner  J.  H.  Falconer  in 
charge.  The  board  la  rapidly  getting 
dowli  to  business,  and  many  Improve- 
ments in  service  have  been  instituted 
since  the  new  regulations  became  ef- 
fective on  .luiie  1  r>  Mr  I'alconT  ha.s 
his  office  in  the  Heatty  Street  ware- 
house, and  here  al.Ho  are  the  offices 
of  Chief  Inspector  Ueorge  Miller  and 
his  staff,  constituting  the  praveatlvc 
service  of  the  Board. 

In  the  Beatty  Street  warehonae 
every  quart  Of  liquor  to  be  legally 
offered  for  aale  la  Britlah  ^lumbla 
la  received  aad  theace  all  euppUea  to 
the  Board'a  atorea,  now  thirty  in  num- 
ber, are  dlstributsd.  The  value  of  the 
stock  carried  in  this  central  ware- 
house 1h  said  to  be  $1,500,000.  Com- 
missioner Falconer  i»  In  charge  of 
distribution,  so  is  theoretically  re- 
sponsible for  every  gill  of  Uquor 
handled. 

It  Is  estimated  from  the  amount  of 
Irasiness  already  done.'  that  la  in  th* 
firat  thr**  or  four  weeks  of  operaUon, 
that  the  total  ealee  for  the  fIrat  year 
will  aggregate  between  five  and  aiz 
mUllea  dellare  In  valae.  and  thto  not- 
withataadlag  the  heavy  parchasee  of 
prl\-ate  atocka  made  in  anticipation  of 
an  adverse  vote  last  October,  and 
also  tho  Intensive  efforts  of  the  ex- 
port warehouses  to  unload  before 
June  15  last,  when  the  new  act  came 
Into  operation.  Much  I  iu  t  was 
bought  Just  before  the  dale  men- 
tioned, as  It  was  offered  on  the  old 
price  basis,  having  been  taken  out  of 
bead  before  the  Dominion  Oovem- 
meat  raleed  the  dutlea.  It  being 
kaearn  that  the  UqiMr  Board  would 
have  to  eell  on  a  echedale  governed 
by  the  advanced  duties.

one  such  variety  with  a.  body  not 
larger  than  two  and  a  half  or  fhrel 
laehea.  haa  a  tedgae  whtdh  may  be 
pfotroded  an  liwh  afid  a  half  beyond 
the  hdae.  A  peculiar  ftp^clmen  la  the 
so-called  fIsh-eatIng  bat,  which  haa 
been  Observed  at  dusk  flying  low 
over  the  water  and  swooping  from
